CONDITION OF THE 
CROPS AS ANNOUNC­ 
ED BT GOVERNMENT 


W ashington, April 12.—The follow ­ 
ing is a summary of the weekly crop 
bulletin issued by the weather bureau: 
The week ended April IO w as very fa­ 
vorable for farm ing operations in the 
central valleys and Rocky mountains 
and Pacific coast districts, and was 
generally favorable 
in the 
Atlantic 
coast and east gulf states, where, how­ 
ever, the latter part of the w eek w as 
unseasonably cool, with more or less 
dam aging frosts. 
Rains of the latter part of the pre­ 
vious week interrupted work iii the 
Dakotas and Minnesota, but very poor 
progress with spring work has been 
made in these states. 
The season's 
work is well advanced in the states of 
the lower Missouri and upper M issis­ 
sippi valleys. 
Preparations for planting corn have 
been active under favorable soil condi­ 
tions in the central valleys, and have 
begun in the southern portion of the 
lake region. 
A large part of the corn 
urea in the southern states has been 
planted and much is up to good stands. 
Planting is now general in K ansas and 
Missouri and has begun in Kentucky 
and southern Illinois. 
All reports indi­ 
cate that the outlook for winter wheat 
throughout the couutry is unusually 
tine, and that the crop has made sat­ 
isfactory progress since the previous 
issue of the weather crop 
bulletin, 
April I. 
The seeding of spring wheat is well 
advanced over the southern part of the 
spring wheat region, being nearly com­ 
pleted in Nebraska and portions 
of 
southern Minnesota and South Dakota, 
finished in Iowa, and in these states 
the early sown is coming up well. 
In 
the northern portion of 
the spring 
wheat region delay in seeding 
w as 
caused by the rains of April I to 3 
and subsequent freezes.
